The Indiana Leg ion has a 
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Indianapolis, Feb. 11—(A.P.)— 
Edward A. O’Neal of Chicag o, 
president of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, asserted that 
reorg anization of the nation’s fi­ 
nancial sy stem is an urg ent need 
of the moment, in an address 
here today . 
Mr. O’Neal made the statem ent 
at the annual meeting of the 
Marion County Farm Bureau, de­ 
claring th at “our whole financial 
sy stem should be reorg anized.” 
The sy stem, he said, “has failed 
us in our time of stress.” 
“We must have an honest basis 
of credit, not the so-called liquid 
assets, which have proven fail­ 
ures,” Mr. O’Neal said. “An hon­ 
est basis 
of credit 
certainly 
should be farms, factories, live 
stock and forests, but under con­ 
ditions today such thing s are no 
basis for credit. It is a liability 
to own a farm or a factory .” 
The speaker declared that the 
reconstruction finance corpora­ 
tion cannot accomplish much “if 
it is controlled by the bankers 
who have already demonstrated 
that they 
don’t know much 
about money and credits.” 
“Thev insist th at we worship 
the g olden calf,” Mr. O’Neal con­ 
tinued. “They want to uphold the 
g old standard. They tell us farm ­ 
ers we don’t know any thing 
about money and credits, but 1 
don’t think they know very much 
about it themselves. They have 
insisted on liquid assets in the 
banks and thousands of them 
have failed. As another has said, 
the liquid assets have evaporat-

EPISODE YEAR AGO 


A petition ag ainst the city of 
Rushville requesting compensa­ 
tion for Eug ene Garrison of Sul­ 
livan, 8 y ear old son of the late 
Patrolman 
Y/alter 
Garrison, 
killed here February 3, 1931, was 
dismissed by the state industrial 
board a t a hearing held in the 
court house Thursday morning . 
No specific amount of compen­ 
sation was requested in the peti­ 
tion which was sig ned by the 
y oung son and an attorney , but 
it was stated that the boy was 
wholly dependent upon his fa­ 
ther. Upon the motion of Will 
Newbold, city attorney , the case 
was dismissed by Hearing Mem­ 
ber Wills of the board when the 
plaintiff failed to make an ap­ 
pearance at the hearing . 
Garrison was mortally wound­ 
ed by William Brown, y outhful 
g unman, when police officers 
were called to a *ane in Circleville 
to investig ate a 
strang e car 
there. Brown, occupant of# the 
car, and wanted for various crim­ 
inal acts, drew his g un and 
started shooting when Garrison 
opehed the car door to question 
him. The policeman died almost 
instantly .

RELIEVE PRESSURE 
ON SMALLER BANKS 


Measure Will Supplement Ef­ 
fo rts o f Reco nstructio n 
Finance Bo ard. 


Washing ton, Feb. 11—(A.P.)— 
With unprecedented unity con­ 
g ress put its forces today behind 
an emerg ency measure to in­ 
crease g reatly the amount of 
cash 
available 
to 
American 
banks and business. 
At the urg ing of President 
Hoover, Democratic and Republi­ 
can leaders laid plans to expedite 
the bill throug h both houses on 
a strictly non-partisan basis. It 
was being completed for intro­ 
duction today by Senator Glass 
(D) (Va.) and Chairman Steag - 
all (D) (Alabama) of the house 
banking committee with the as­ 
sistance 
of 
Republican 
col­ 
leag ues. 
W hat the measure will do is to 
relieve the pressure on small fed­ 
eral 
reserve 
member 
banks 
which have exhausted their dis­ 
countable paper, by permitting 
the federal reserve sy stem to re­ 
discount other sound securities 
of these banks which are not 
now technically elig ible. 
It will make all the assets ac­ 
quired by the federal reserve 
banks under present law avail 
able, for one y ear only , as collat­ 
eral for federal reserve notes, up 
to 60 per cent of the latter. At 
present for lack of other elig ible 
collateral, the reserve sy stem has 
in the treasury almost double the 
40 per cent g old required to be 
deposited ag ainst its notes. This 
chang e will release, it is calcu­ 
lated nearly a billion in free 
g old, available for all credit pur­ 
poses. 
It is not proposed at this time 
to issue new currency ag ainst 
this g old holdover. It is to be 
used rather for handling the pa­ 
per which the new bill will make 
disctmn table. 
The measure will supplement 
the efforts of the reconstruc­ 
tion finance corporation, as both 
are desig ned for relieving the 
frozen condition of the nation’s 
credit sy stem, but the adminis­ 
tration is hopeful th at the pres­ 
ent plan will g et even faster re­ 
sults than are in sig ht for the 
corporation’s order.

Calling attention to the fact 
that it is a prison offense to cir­ 
culate false reports th at mig ht 
cause a run on a bank, the Shel­ 
by county g rand jury went into 
session this morning , following 
the closing of two banks in Shel- 
by ville Wednesday . 
Malicious reports concerning 
the two banks were cited as-be­ 
ing responsible for the closing 
of the institutions. 
The two 
were the Security Trust and Sav­ 
ing s Company and the Shelby - 
ville Trust Company . 
Another 
bank closed last week in that 
city , and the remaining banks 
announced a supply of money 
on hands to meet any demand of 
the depositors. 
The call for the g rand jury 
•session was issued by Judg e Em- 
mert, on request of Emerson J. 
Brunner, prosecuting attorney , 
who g ave out the following state­ 
ment, according to the Shelby - 
ville Democrat: 
“Every one of the local banks 
and trust companies is solvent 
and on a sound financial basis. 
These institutions are well m an­ 
ag ed by competent business men 
of sound judg ment. 
But the 
floating of idle rumors ag ainst 
some of them hais made it nec­ 
essary {or one Shelby ville bank 
and two trust companies to pro­ 
tect their depositors by closing 
their doors temporarily until the 
people can reg ain their sense 
and recover from the hy steria of 
recent weeks. 
“In all of these cases, the clos­ 
ing of banks has been the direct 
result of 
false rumors 
passed 
around from one person to an­ 
other. Too many of our citizens 
are thoug htless about such m at­ 
ters and repeat every thing they 
hear. If every man, woman and 
child in Shelby county will keep 
his or her head, and quit pass­ 
ing these rumors on to some one 
else, no other banks will close 
and the crisis will be a t an end. 
“Judg e Emmert, at my request, 
has called the Grand Jury to 
meet Thursday morning , Febru­ 
ary 11. 
The false statements 
th at have been made and re­ 
peated will be sifted to the bot­ 
tom. 
We know the ruipors are 
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Shang hai, Feb. 11—(A.P.)—A 
truce between the Chinese and 
Japanese forces to permit the 
evacuation of noncombatants in 
the Chapei “war” zone will g o 
into effect at 8 a. m. tomorrow 
(7 p. m. tonig ht EST), it was an­ 
nounced tonig ht by Rear Admir­ 
al Shimada of the Japanese 
Flag ship Idzumo.

The m an who is tim id is to be pitied, fo r his 
tim id ity is a serio u s handicap th a t, happily , is 
o ften o v erco me. 
T he m o dest m an and the tim id m an sho u ld as­ 
sert them selv es. 
The co m m u nity needs th eir 
effo rts, ju st as it receiv es the co -o peratio n o f 
th e ir m o re aggressiv e friends and neighbo rs. 
B u t w h at o f th e citizen who is av erse to “ne ­ 
glecting his priv ate affairs?”

He m ay be highly re ­ 
spected by his neighbo rs, and his ho nesty and 
integ rity m ay be bey o nd qu estio n. 
B u t no co m m u nity can thriv e o n neighbo rly 
respect and ho nesty and integrity alo ne. Ag­ 
gressiv eness is requ ired if a co m m u nity wo u ld 
no t slip backw ard instead o f pressing fo rw ard. 
Ev ery m an o wes a du ty to the co m m u nity in 
w hich he liv es, and th a t du ty sho u ld be per­ 
fo rm ed, ev en tho u gh it entails an o ccasio nal 
perso nal sacrifice. 
No m an sho u ld co nsider him self “to o bu sy 
w ith his o wn priv ate affairs” to aid in co m ­ 
m u nity betterm ent. He sho u ld no t ex pect o thers 
to do all o f the co m m u nity wo rk while he reaps 
his share o f the benefits. 
He sho u ld respo nd in kind.

, in England. 
In 18 8 4 Mrs. Belv a Lo ckwo o d, no ted W ashing­ 
to n, D. C., law y er and lo bby ist fo r fem inist legis­ 
latio n, was no m inated fo r th e presidency by th e 
"W o m an’s Equ al R ights party . W itho u t m o ney 
o r o rganizatio n she m ade a creditable cam paign.

ON COTTON MILL 


F r o m P a g e O n e 
king, reports said, for a confer­ 
ence with Japanese and other 
foreign officials here, for what 
was hoped to be an attempt, to 
bring abou t a tru ce. They were 
trav eling on American, French 
and British warships, the reports 
said. 
Chinese civ il au thorities said 
some peace proposals had eman­ 
ated from Japanese sou rces in 
‘•v eiled fashion" last night. They 
said they were u naware of the 
ex act sou rce of the proposals bu t 
they ex pected fu rther dev elop­ 
ments today . Japanese nav al offi­ 
cials also said -something may 
happen today .* 
They indicated, howev er, they 
had been marking time for some 
hou rs in preparation for a new 
driv e and that they had streng­ 
thened their forces in Shanghai 
and a t Woosu ng, where addition­ 
al soldiers and Blu ejackets were 
landed from Japanese barges 
ply ing between the shore and the 
warships in the riv er. 
To back u p. the indication that 
they were ready to fight it ou t to 
a finish, the greatest concentra­ 
tion of gu ns, manpower and am­ 
mu nition seen since beginning 
of the hositilities here wras in 
progress. Forty Japanese war­ 
ships 
and 
transports 
were 
jammed into the Yangtze estu ­ 
ary . 
There was a brief bu t terrific 
bombardment of some parts of 
Chapei du ring the day which 
cau sed fresh fires, some of whicii 
threatened to creep into the set­ 
tlement.' 
Afterward 
Japanese 
airplanes carried ou t their daily 
bombing of Chinese positions. 
Shells, su pposedly from Chi­ 
nese anti-aircraft gu ns, contin­ 
u ed to fall within the settle­ 
m ent and Chinese officials said 
they cou ld not be responsible for 
them as long as Japanese planes 
were permitted to fly ov er the 
settlem ent while bombing Cha- 
pei.
